TWO ITALIAN DESTROYERS heave béen

off the coast of Saudi 


Arabia, i in the Red Sea, and a third destroyer, 
leff in a sinking condition on Thursday, has 


now sunk. 


This tatest and self-inflicted blow to the 
Italian navy is contained in an Admiralty 
communique yesterday quoting a report from 
_ the Commander-in-Chief, East Indies. 


The communique adds: 


“This brings the total Tta-| 


lian destroyers sunk in 
the Red Sea in the last 
few days to five. 


“The Leoni was sunk by naval 
aircraft on April 1, and the 
Safro and Danielle Manin were 
sunk by naval aircraft on April 3. 


Prisoners Taken 


“The déstroyers scuttled were 
‘the Pantera and Tinre. One of 
these has capsized and her fore- 
part is just showing above the 
water. 

“The other is iying on the 
bottom, with her mast and part 
of her formost funnel showing 
above water. 

"A number of Italian prisoners 
of war from these two destroyers 
have been landed.” 

Earlier reports from London 
autho ‘itative. circles as 

believing that the Italians still 

had in the Red Sea three destroy- 
ers, two torpedo-boats and two 
or: three: submarines, 
still being sought by the British 
Navy.

There are a number of reasons 
why our bombers may be ground- 
ed. Compared with the R.AF., the 
Luftwaffe “Has. certain advantages. 
The Gerrits have a large num- 
ber of alternative: bases, within 
easy striking -distahces of this 
countty, ih the couftries which 
they how occupy, and in the event 
of bad weather in the Channel or 
over the French coast It is simple 
for them to operate from bases in 
Holland and Belgium instead.

The R.A.F., on the other hand. 
has not the same wide choice of 
alternative bases, and in really bad 
weather flying from some of the 
acrodromes might be severely res- 
tricted, 


The R.AF. has too. a much 
deeper penetration to effect, except 
on. such targets as the “invasion 
ports” and the lilke, than have the 
Germans, At any time, but parti- 
cularly in poor flying ‘weather, 
these longer flights automatically 
involve greater risks. It is also 
the case that for a flight occupy- 
ing, say, seven hours, there will 
reasonably be more doubt in fore- 
casting changes In the weather 
than for a short “trip” of only 
two or three hours. 


Our aircraft might set off for! 


Berlin in ideal conditions, only to 
find-on their return that fog had. 
come up. while they, were away 
and had hidden thelr base. In such 
circumstanceg, they would | be 
diverted to other areas free from 
fog. It would only be when the 
meteordlogical forecast showed 
general fog conditions over this 
country that an operation would 
be called off on that account. 


The policy of the RA.F. is to 
attack definite military objectives 
the bombing and destruction of 
which will effect the enemy's war 
effort.

How many of these aircraft are 
to return, or how 
many manage to return only to 
crash, because the weather ‘has:

But it is safe to assume that some 
must be lost for those rea- 
sons in these bad weather raids. 
They are ‘heavy payment for any

BOMBING 
WITHOUT 
BOMBS 


Synthetic training—that is to 
say, the imitation of canditions in 
the air by means of devices on 
the ground—has produced many 
ingenious contrivances, Bamb- 
almers, for instance, learn their 
job in an A.M.L. Teacher, the 
most curious “feature of svhich is 
a horizontal cinema goreen, the 
projector being directed down 
‘upon it from above. 

Imagine a darkened ronm about 
twelve feet square, with o gallery 
about eight feet above the floor 
xunning along one wall. Up in 
the :gallery sits the bomb-aimer 
in a compartment which gives 
him a-clear view of the floor ber 
low. Buhind shim sits the pilot. 
Alongside them stands the in- 
structor. The floor, ‘itself js the 
cinema screen, on which js thrown 
a film talcen from an ‘aeroplane 
and showing the ground as it ap+ 
pears when, flying -at, say, 10,000 
feet. Slowly the ground skips 
away, ani looking down upon the 
screen from the gallery one gets 
a perfect illusion. of flying. It is 
like those early cinema theatres 
which showed a film: taxen from 
the front of a railway train. As 
the country flashes past, you felt 
that you yourself were travelling. 

The instructor points with’ the 
wand to a distant part of the 
moving landscape, to an objective 
which is to be “bombed”. The 
‘bomb-aimer begins to guide the 
pilot exactly as he would in the 
air in order to bring the airoraft 
over the target. “Left .a litihe— 
left,” he says. The pilot \ shifts 
his controls, which are connected 
with the film projector, and . the 
“ground” slides a little to the 
right while the synthetic aircraft 
up in the eed appears td be 
turning feti Now, ‘the bomb- 
aimer is getting his sight on ‘the 
objective. “Right--straight ahead, 
he warns .the pilot,” and the 
“ground” .again responds to . the 
pilot's controls, A .sudden red 
flash in. the bomb-aimer's cack? 
pit shows that he has “released” 
his bombs. Actually he releases 
nothing; but during the time it 
takes a bomb: to fall, ten thousand 
feet the “ground” keeps moving.
